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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to communications filed 4 April 2008. Amendments to the 
claims are not interpreted to introduce new matter. The independent claim(s) have been 
amended to specify that a difference image is rendered for determination of an amount of 
movement of the contrast agent. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of the reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest producing a difference or subtraction image such 
that an amount of movement of contrast agent is determined using the difference image, in 
combination with the other features as claimed in the independent claim(s). Claims 1, 2 and 5-20 
are allowable over the prior art. 

Claim 1 invokes 1 12, 6th paragraph in the recitation of means-plus-function language. 
The means for producing a difference image are corresponded to the difference extraction unit 
(or difference circuit) and the processing unit, both disclosed at least in paragraph [0093] of the 
application as published and any equivalents thereof.
